“ We are go in g to fu lfill the o ld asp i­ 
ratio n o f o u r p eo p le that o u r o il be Ve­ 
n ezu elan ,” Perez to ld the n atio n in a 
telev ised sp eech fro m the white co n ­ 
gress bu ildin g. “ Mo re than a n ew law, 
it is n ecesssary to o btain the agree­ 
men t o f all Ven ezu elan s abo u t what we 
can an d sho u ld do to o bey this u n iq u e 
an d sin gu lar co mman d o f histo ry ” .” 
Perez, a mo derate leftist, did n o t set 
a time limit o n the n atio n al debate 
abo u t n atio n alizatio n , bu t he co u n seled 
a calm ap p ro ach. Ven ezu ela is the 
wo rld’s No . 3 o il ex p o rter. 
“ The so fter the to n e o f o u r v o ice the 
easier it will be to be heard an d u n ­ 
dersto o d,” he said.

4 5 -y ear-o ld Jap an ese man su ffered

ap p aren t heart attack an d was ho sp i­ 
talized. 
Sev en p o licemen disgu ised in 
the 
white co v eralls o f main ten an ce wo rk ­ 
ers bo arded the p lan e as it sat o n the 
deserted ru n way at Naha Airp o rt fo r 
six an d o n e-half ho u rs an d three o f 
them bu rst in to the co ck p it an d o v erp o ­ 


wered the 18-y ear-o ld hijack er, p o lice 
said. 
“ He seemed to hav e n o time to sho w 
an y resistan ce,” a sp o k esman said. 
They said he was u n armed, bu t had 
k ep t his han d in side a zip p ered black 
flight bag an d to ld crewmen “y o u will 
o bey o u r o rders.” 
Po lice q u o ted the bo y as say in g he 
had seized the p lan e in o rder to “ stu dy 
the earth.” He was wearin g dark su n ­ 
glasses an d a white face mask when he 
bro k e in to the u p p er deck flight cabin 
an d to o k co n tro l o f the airp lan e ju st 
befo re it lan ded at Naha o n a 1,000 
mile do mestic flight fro m To k y o . 
The p lan e lan ded at 1:3 6 p .m. (12:3 6 
a.m. EDT) an d the bo y was cap tu red 
ju st befo re 8 p .m. (7 am EDT) 


Jo el Tucker, 42, an American passen­ 


g er, to ld UPI the passeng ers to o k the 
air piracy “ v ery , v ery calmly .” 


“ There was no panic at all,” said 
Tucker, who liv es in Japan and is Far

o s s-the-board 
price 
reduc­ 
tions.

Ca ndida te to tackle 
the 'e ne rgy scandal' 


AZUSA — Pepperdine University ad­ 
ministrator Les Craven says he will 
expose the “ great energy scandal” in 
his campaign for the Democratic nomi­ 
nation for the seat in the 35th Con­ 
gressional District. 
Craven, 35, 
won 
the 
Democratic 
nomination for the congressional seat 
in the 25th district in 1968, 1970 and 
1972 but failed each time to beat Re­ 
publican Charles Wiggins in the gener­ 
al election. 
In his campaign statement the candi­ 
date said he feels people are hungry 
for “ honesty dn government” and he 
feels he can fulfill this desire. 
“ I am not obligated to any special 
interests,” Craven said.” In the 1972 
election we spent $4,500 on the cam­ 
paign as compared to my opponent 
who spent $58,000.” 
Craven said because he hasn’t made 
deals or promises to get campaign fi­ 
nancing, he can expose what he calls 
the “ great energy scandal.” 
“ The reason more candidates don’t 
speak out on this subject may have so­ 
mething to do with their campaign fi­ 
nancing,” he declared. 
Craven said the current gasoline 
shortage is “all a plot of the major oil 
companies. He called for an immediate 
independent study of the stiutation that 
he says will reveal “ the oil shortage is 
a planned scandal.” 
Craven said the major oil companies 
want to set gas prices at above 80 
cents per gallon and have a great de­ 
sire to eliminate small independent 
companies. 
The candidate said the oil companies

also want conservation restrictions re­ 
moved including the Alaskan pipeline, 
off shore drilling and the Elks Hill Re­ 
serve. 
“ Because of the gasoline shortage, 
the public and legislators are ready to 
give the oil companies what they 
want,” he said. 
Craven said he is running for con­ 
gress to “ shout out at this injustice 
and hope that somebody will listen.” 
Craven and his wife, Jo Anne, and 
three children live in Azusa.

' LOS ANGELES — The present Cali- 
fmnml juvenile law, drafted in 1961 
when most youngsters were in trouble 
for- *s^h things as stealing hub caps, 
no longer copes with juvenile crime, 
Dist. Atty. Joseph P. Busch contended 
in proposing a change in the law. 
As times have changed in the 13 
years since then, so has the character 
of persons appearing in Juvenile Court, 
he said. For example, there are as 
many murders in Juvenile Court as in 
the adult courts, and robberies, violent 
gang acts and assaultive conduct pre­ 
dominate, Busch said. 
One major problem faced is the time 
allowed to process the case of a minor 
who has been detained, he said. Cur­ 
rent law allows 15 court days and 
Busch maintains that i9 not time 
enough to locate all witnesses, inter­ 
view them, subpoena them and get 
them into court to testify. Also, some­ 
times autopsies, complicated chemical 
tests, ballistics tests and other scientif­ 
ic examinations must be completed 
prior to trial. So, Busch is attempting 
to get the law changed to allow 30 
court days for preparation of the cases 
instead of 15. 
“ The doubled preparation time, and 
several 
lesser changes, 
are 
being 
sought not with an eye toward limiting 
the rights of juveniles who appear in 
Juvenile Court,” Busch said, “but to 
insure the rights of the general pub­ 
lic.”

POMONA — Some 934 boys and 
girls—4.5 per cent of the total enroll­ 
ment in the Pomona Unified School 
District—have been identified as ex­ 
ceptionally capable learners. 
As a result, they have opportunities 
for learning far above their regular 
classroom experiences under a pro­ 
gram 
for 
mentally 
gifted 
minors 
(MGM), financed by the state. 
“ We’ve had an MGM program since 
1961,” said George D. 
Mackenzie, 
chairman of the district’s MGM pro­ 
gram. “ We think of it now as being in 
the 
intermediate 
stages 
of 
devel­ 
opment. 
“ We’ve had a lot of success. We had 
one student receive honors at entrance 
at Harvard. Currently the president 
and vice president of the C$y Commis­ 
sion for Youth are our MGM students.” 
Of the 934 students identified as 
MGM this year 544 are in the ele­ 
mentary schools and 390 are in the sec­ 
ondary schools. Twenty-seven per cent 
are from minority groups. 
Elementary children are given indi­ 
vidual intelligence tests by psycholog­ 
ists or psychometrists. Secondary stu­ 
dents may be identified by scores at or 
above the 98th percentile on standar­ 
dized achievement tests. Parental per­ 
mission is obtained before a child is 
moved into the MGM program. 
Teachers are tipped off when a stu­ 
dent finishes work quickly and cor­ 
rectly, is a good reader, is curious, is 
original in self-expression and has a 
rich vocabulary. 
In the Pomona district these children 
are not taken out of their regular 
c l a s s r o o m s and grouped together. 
Rather they are offered supplemental 
learning opportunities. 
At the 
ele­ 
mentary level these include classroom 
enrichments, 
special 
classes, 
field 
trips, cluster groups, mini courses, 
clubs, cross-age teaching, cultural en­ 
richment and individually prescribed 
curriculum in reading and math. 
At the secondary level, MGM stu­ 
dents participate in honors classes,* ac-

The 
Claremont 
Coordinating Council has expressed 
dismay over a resolution proposed by 
Assemblyman Frank Lanterman wbich 
the council feels “ would effectively 
destroy” the Tri-City Mental Health 
Authority’s center in Pomona. 
Letters seeking the defeat of the 
Lanterman proposal have been sent to 
Dr. William Mayer, state director of 
mental health, to deputy director An­ 
drew G. Robertson of Health Treat­ 
ment Systems-in Sacramento, and to 
Assemblyman William H. Lancaster 
and Sen. James E. Whetmore. Lanter- 
maji was also sent a letter. 
Edward W. Malan, council president 
and former chairman of the local men­ 
tal health board, said that “ it is our 
understanding that, since the . . . au­ 
thority is something of a maverick” 
in the state-county system of mental 


health services, “ coping with the cen­ 
ter proves to be a* inconvenience” to 
the state department and its staff. 
The Lanterman resolution last year 
called for an analysis of city-run and 
county-run mental health services. Tri- 
City is one of two agencies in the state 
operating on state Short-Doyle Act 
funds independently of county-admin­ 
istered mental health services. The 
other is Berkeley. 
The resolution resulted in a state re­ 
port which said that citizens of Po­ 
mona, La Verne and Claremont are 
paying 47 cents a person to run Tri- 
City, and, in addition, are being taxed 
for county-operated mental health serv­ 
ices. 
The report said that a disadvantage 
in letting the local agency continue as 
it has been in that the “ implementa­ 


tion of the Short-Doyle Act is basically 
a state-county function and the con­ 
tinuation of Tri-City requires an ano­ 
malous set of processes relative to 
planning, budgeting and program ma­ 
nagement.” 
Malan said that the council as one of 
the organizations in the Pomona Valley 
that helped establish the center “ pro­ 
tests the attitude and the subsequent 
legislation that would remove local 
quality services from the citizenry and 
would force the entire Pomona Valley 
into the mold which Sacramento be- 
lives best for us.” 
Local taxpayers willingly pay extra 
for the kind of “ convenient, top-level,” 
community services performed by the 
center, “ and they view with pride what 
has come to be recognized as the best, 
most responsive, and the most fun­ 


ctional mental health center in the 
state,” Malan said. 
Malan noted that the unique services 
now provided to the Tri-City area in­ 
clude extensive individual and group 
psychotherapy extending beyond brief 
crisis treatment, a children’s therapy 
program including the Early Childhood 
Treatment program for children less 
than 6, a day treatment center, and a 
24-hour emergency phone service. 
Malan charged that, with the current 
energy crisis and the fuel shortage, 
moving such services to a more distant 
place would hurt the many persons 
who need help. 
Malan said it is quite clear that the 
Lanterman 
resolution 
would 
cause 
“ serious dilution, if not complete des­ 
truction” of the broad scope of serv­ 
ices offered by Tri-City. 


“ It would effectively alter the phi­ 
losophy of the original Short-Doyle Act 
to provide mental health services close 
to the people,” Malan said. 
He also charged that the resolution 
w'ould “ remove any vestiges of local 
community control over the admin­ 
istration and operations of the center.” 
Malan said that the council doesn’t 
feel that doing away with the center 
was the intention of the original fra­ 
mers of the resolution, and that it is 
not the stated intention of the present 
Sacramento administration. 
Malan said the resolution is contrary 
to the principle of grass roots involve­ 
ment of the citizenry in working to 
solve their own problems. 
The local school board is expected to 
take a stand against the resolution at 
its next board meeting. 


celerated courses, elective courses, ad­ 
vanced placement, 
individual study 
programs, college courses, field trips, 
cultural enrichment, mentor programs, 
career guidance and a counseling pro­ 
gram. 
“ Each elementary school has at 
least one MGM program facilitator,” 
said Mackenzie who serves as district 
curriculum resource chairman and su­ 
pervises the district materials resource 
center. 
Mackenzie maintains a liaison with 
the Gifted Children's Association of Po­ 
mona Valley (and provides about one 
third of the students involved in asso­ 
ciation activities) and the Mt. San An­ 
tonio College (MSAC) Community serv­ 
ices enrichment program for the gif­ 
ted. 
This month 33 classes ranging from 
astronomy to photography are being 
offered at MSAC for youngsters from 
first through 12th grade. Classes are 
taught in the late afternoons largely by* 
MSAC faculty members, Parents pro­ 
vide transportation. 
District teachers involved with MGM 
students are given in-service education. 
There is an enormous amount of re­ 
cord keeping and program coordina­ 
tion. Also, there is financial manage­ 
ment. The state pays the district $50 
one time only for each child identified 
as a gifted minor. This year the dis­ 
trict was to receive $80 per pupil. How­ 
ever, Mackenzie was notified Feb. 15, 
the amount would be cut to $68. He 
is hopeful the amount will be increased 
to $90 per pupil for 1974-75. 
“ We have two exciting prospects if 
we can generate the full $90 next 
year,” said Mackenzie. “ We would like 
to open an enrichment center in a cen­ 
tral location in the district, staff it 
with volunteer parents, and provide 
materials 
for 
the 
social 
sciences, 
science, the arts and language arts. 
“ These kids don’t need a lot of su­ 
pervision, just a little guidance and a 
certain kind of stimulation. 
“ Secondly, we would like to see each 
building have a part-time MGM person 
who would be responsible for pro­ 
gramming in that school.” 
Mackenzie said that now the district 
establishes goals and objectives and 
provides support services, but princi­ 
pals are responsible for programs. 
“ We need to involve more parents, 
both as resource people and to provide 
transportation,” said MacKenzie. 
“We truly believe in the philosophy 
of equal rights in education and feel 
each student should be educated to his 
ability. We are working with superior 
learners. We feel we give them super­ 
ior learning opportunities.”

British system 
has its flaws 


The American way o f g o v ern men t may n o t be so 
bad after all. 
An y n u mber o f co mmen tato rs hav e o bserv ed that, 
if the Un ited States had a p arliamen tary fo rm o f 
g o v ern men t, “Prime Min ster” Nix o n an d his en tire 
cabin et wo u ld hav e been o u sted lo n g ag o in the 
wake o f the Waterg ate scan dal an d n ew electio n s 
held. A simp le v o te o f co n fiden ce, su ch as they hav e 
in the British Parliamen t, wo u ld hav e do n e the 
trick. Certain ly , the crisis wo u ld n o t hav e drag g ed 
o n an d o n as it has. 
Ev en befo re Waterg ate, the British sy stem was 
o ften held u p as a mo del o f flex ibility an d resp o n ­ 
siv en ess to the p o p u lar will. Brito n s do n o t v o te fo r 
a p rime min ister bu t fo r in div idu al p arliamen tary 
can didates ru n n in g in a v o ter’s p articu lar co n ­ 
stitu en cy . The leader o f the p arty win n in g the ma­ 
jo rity o f p arliamen tary seats au to matically beco mes 
the p rime min ister. 
Thu s, it has been p o in ted o u t, the British can n o t 
fin d themselv es in the situ atio n that so o ften hap ­ 
p en s in this co u n try ’ where the p residen t is o f o n e 
p arty an d the Co n g ress is co n tro lled by the o p p o si­ 
tio n p arty , with the resu lt that, admin istratio n p ro ­ 
g rams are sty mied in Co n g ress o r. co n v ersely , co n ­ 
g ressio n al leg islatio n is su bject to p residen tial v eto . 
Fu rthermo re, o u r cu rio u s sy stem o f p residen tial 
electo rs, who are elected by the p eo p le o f the sev er-, 
al states, n o t in freq u en tly g iv es u s a p residen t who 
may hav e wo n in the Electo ral co lleg e bu t actu ally 
receiv ed a min o rity o f the n atio n wide p o p u lar v o te. 
Britain ’s mo st recen t electio n has kn o cked so me 
rather larg e ho les in these arg u men ts, ho wev er. The 
o u tco me o f the v o tin g o v er there the o ther day su g ­ 
g ests that in the wo rst o f circu mstan ces — which is 
what they hav e in Britain — the p arliamen tary sy s­ 
tem has deficien cies an d in efficien cies that o u r sy s­ 
tem larg ely escap es. 
In Britain , Prime Min ister Edward Heath wen t to 
the p eo p le fo r a n ew man date to stren g then his 
han d in dealin g with in flatio n an d his battle with 
strikin g co al min ers. The p o p u lar resp o n se was an y ­ 
thin g bu t decisiv e. 
Heath’s Co n serv ativ e p arty wo u n d u p with fiv e 
seats less than Haro ld Wilso n ’s Labo r p arty , which 
itself failed to g ain a majo rity in the 6 35 -member 
Ho u se o f Co mmo n s (In the p o p u lar v o te to tal, the 
Co n serv ativ es actu ally receiv ed mo re v o tes — abo u t 
5 00,000 — than the Labo rites.) 
Un able to arran g e a co alitio n with the Liberals 
an d o ther min o r p arties, Heath step p ed do wn . Ha­ 
ro ld Wilso n is n o w p rime min ister, bu t it is do u btfu l 
that he will hav e an y mo re su ccess than Heath in 
achiev in g a wo rkin g majo rity in Parliamen t. 
Tliu s the p ro sp ect is v ery real that Britain ’s p ro b­ 
lems will co n tin u e to fester an d that a n ew electio n 
will hav e to be called befo re the y ear is o u t. The 
q u estio n headlin ed in British n ewsp ap ers — “Who 
Ru les Britain ?” — remain s a v alid o n e. 
In a p residen tial electio n in this co u n try , when all 
the ballo ts are co u n ted, we hav e a p residen t — n o 
matter ho w slig ht his marg in in the Electo ral Co l­ 
leg e, n o matter whether he win s o r lo ses the p o p u ­ 
lar v o te an d n o matter what the resu lts are in the 
co n g ressio n al races. He remain s p residen t fo r fo u r 
y ears (p en din g , o f co u rse, so methin g ex trao rdin ary 
like imp eachmen t). 
Fo r all its defects, the American sy stem makes 
fo r g reat stability o n the n atio n al p o litical lev el, 
sp arin g u s fro m the rev o lv in g -do o r g o v ern men ts 
that hav e p lag u ed so man y co u n tries with the p ar­ 
liamen tary sy stem. An d that is n o small reco m­ 
men datio n .

So we erect sin g le­ 
cau se co n sp iracy theo ries: It is all the 
fau lt o f the o il co mp an ies, the g o v ern ­ 
men t, tru ckers, Arabs — so mebo dy o r 
so methin g sin g le. We declin e to accep t 
the basic p remise o f co mp lex ity , o f 
an in terlo ckin g series o f dep en den cies 
an d misu es o f which we, the co n ­ 
su min g p u blic, are a p art. 
So mewhere so o n there has to be a 
leap o f faith which p erm its u s to ac­ 
cep t, at least, the mu ltip le n atu re o f 
the cau ses o f o u r tro u bles. The sin g le­ 
cau se co n sp iracy theo ry is dan g ero u s 
as it is child-like. It, in the en d, co u ld 
o p p ress u s tru ly where n o w we are

Jackso n ’s p resen t co u rse is, so far, larg ely

held up stageco aches, and alway s wo re a flo ur sack o v er 
his head Twenty -sev en times between 18 7 5 and 18 8 3 
his sho uted “ Thro w do wn the bo x !” led to successful ro b­ 
beries. Ev ery time mo unted po sses co mbed the co untry ­ 
side, but no ne o v erto o k the lo ne man o n fo o t. To p Wells 
Fargo detectiv es laid traps fo r him, and no ne o f them 
wo rked. After his first ro bbery he left a handwritten po em 
that declared war o n the go ld mining interests. Hand­ 
writing ex perts smiled happily — and go t no where. 
Bart nev er fired a sho t. Once, when a frightened wo man 
passenger threw him her purse, he to ssed it back 
uno pened. All he wanted was the Wells Fargo bo x with 
its cargo o f go ld, and the mail. He wo uld learn fro m go s­ 
sips when large go ld shipments were go ing o ut, then camp 
o ut in the wo o ds and study the terrain, pick a spo t where 
* driv er and guard wo uld hav e their attentio n riv eted 
ahead, and hav e the draw o n them befo re they knew what 


was happening. 
One day 16 -y ear-o ld J immy Ro llerie went rabbit hunt­ 
ing. The stageco ach driv er gav e him a lift, dro pping him 
at the fo o t o f a lo ng grade. J immy trudged o ff thro ugh the 
brush... and minutes later Bart stepped o nto the to p o f 
the hill, sho tgun lev eled. 
But Wells Fargo had finally had the bo x es nailed to the 
flo o rbo ards. Bart pried it lo o se, ev en tho ugh he had the 
gun hand and co uld hav e fo rced so meo ne else to do it. 
This to o k time, tho ugh, and as J immy came o v er the rise 
he saw Bart backing o ut o f the stage. He snapped o ff 
three sho ts. Bart escaped, but dro pped a blo o dy hand­ 
kerchief with a laundry mark o n it. This was traced, and 
Charles E. Bo les, a sho rt ex -infantry sergeant turned dap­ 
per dresser, was arrested. He wo re his derby under the 
flo ur sack to appear taller. 
Sentenced to San Quentin fo r sev en y ears, he go t o ut 
o n go o d behav io ur in fiv e, went to J apan, and died m New 
Yo rk City in 19 17 at 8 7 . Black Bart? He’d taken the 
name fro m a sto ry written by a San Francisco lawy er.

Ted Samodell, chairman of 
the salary study committee 
and designated spok esman- for 
CSEA by president John Hil­ 
liard, recently declared the 
disagreement between CSEA 
and district administration. 
Samodell charged the first 
area of conflict being job title 
and classification.

maintenance carpenter one.

WFL founder stands to make it 
big while problems beset league 


NEW YORK (UPI) - Re- • 
member the World Football 
League? 
The new pro league held its 
first 
collegiate 
draft 
with 
much 
fanfare 
back 
in 
January' and signed three big 
name collegians but 
since 
then it’s been struggling to 
solve several problems. 
One team is floating in mi­ 
dair and doesn’t have a home 
yet, another doesn’t have a 
coach and at least three oth­ 
ers have been unable to get a 
stadium in the city they’re 
supposed to be playing in. 
And the league has 
been 
unable to match the progress 
the AFL made in 1960 when it 
signed the entire 1959 All- 
America backfield. 
But league officials remain 
confident that the new league, 
w’hich has pushed up its first 
kickoff to July 10 so it can 
wind up on the day after 
Thanksgiving, is going to be a 
success. 
Only one thing is certain 
right now, though. Regardless 
of how the league fares, its 
easy to tell wrho’s going to be 
the big winner in the league’s 
first year of operation. 
Gary Davidson, the league's 
founder and president, is vir­ 
tually guaranteed a successful 
first year. As the founder, 
Davidson reserved one of the 
franchises 
for 
himselt—the 
one that’s currently located m 
Philadelphia. Davidson is ex­ 
pected to sell that franchise 
this week to a Philadelphia 
group for more than $700.000. 
$700.000. 
Since the franchise didn’t 
cost Davidson anything in the 
first place, he will have a 
tidy profit. 
Harry Katz of Philadelphia 
was the first bidder for the 
franchise but his offer was re­ 
jected and Davidson is now 
negotiating with two other 
groups—one headed by for­ 
mer AAU president Jack Kel­ 
ly- 
A spokesman tor the league 
said he expected the sale to 
take place “ sometime this 
week.” 
The WFL franchises cost 
$250,000 when the league was 
formed but now’ the price has 
just about tripled. 
Although the Philadelphia 
team doesn't have an owner 
yet. it has a coach. Ron Wal­ 
ler has signed a coaching con­ 
tract directly with Davidson. 
Ten of the 12 teams in tne 
league now have coaches. The 
two which don’t are the Hous­ 
ton 
franchise, 
which 
was 
switched from Memphis, and 
the 
floating original 
New 
York franchise which doesn’t 
have a home yet. 
Relocating the original New 
York team has been a hea­ 
dache. The 
Boston 
team— 


and 
c o a c h 
Babe 
Pa- 
rilli—moved to New York and 
the original N.Y. franchise is 
to be sold, probably to either 
Portland or Mexico City in­ 
terests. 
Finding stadiums also has 
been a problem. The Detroit 
team will play in Ypsilanti, 
Mich., the New York team 
will probably wind up in Jer­ 
sey City, N.J. and the Wash­ 
ington 
team, will 
probably 
play in Annapolis. Md. 
And the Florida team isn’t 
sure if it’s going to play in 
Jacksonville, Orlando or Tam­ 
pa. 
Despite 
all 
these 
prob­ 
lems, the WFL spokesmen re­ 
maining optimistic. “ Every­ 
thing is going well, u'e’re 
pleased with our progress,” 
one league official said. 
League officials claim

have signed over 650 players 
but only a few of them have 
big reputations.

The League also will hold a 
draft of the NFL current 
players on March 18-19 in 
New York. It insists it will 
not raid NFL rosters of play­ 
ers under contract but hopes 
to sign players to “ future” 
contracts.

The theme for the year, the 
Open Bible and lilacs and 
pink carnations will be fea­ 
tured by Miss Wilma Bueker, 
chairman, for the farewell 
planned that evening for the 
oresent officers.

Everybody’s doing it — tak­ 
ing off their clothes and mak­ 
ing a dash for it. Called 
streaking, 
it 
has 
replaced 
goldfish 
swallowing, 
pantie 
raids, and phone booth crowd­ 
ing as the popular spring rite 
on campus. Just recently 45 
men and one woman shed 
their clothes 
and 
streaked 
across the Columbia Univers­ 
ity campus in New York City, 
s e r e n a d e d by a clothes-on 
group calling itself the Co­ 
lumbia Ad Hoc Streak Band. 
And thousands cheered. 
Where did this latest fad 
begin? 
Students at the University 
of Maryland claim 
credit. 
Their original streak, thgy 
said, was organized to protest 
the attempts of a group of 
legislators, regents and others 
to suppress 
and undergra- 
d it a t e magazine featuring 
X-rated photographs. Hence 
the nude run — our first 
X-rated sport. 
Radio disk jockey Richard 
Kimball of KMET-FM in Los 
A n g e l e s insists streaking 
didn’t start in 1974. 
“ It began in San Francisco 
many years ago,” 
he 
re­ 
called. “ I was talking about 
this on the air one night 
recently when I got a call 
from a listener. The guy said 
they do it all time in the San 
Fernando Valley, so I suggest 
he let me know next time he 
saw some streakers.” 
That’s hew Kimball streaky 
er report began. 


Weather seems to have a 
lot to do with streaking — the 
Columbia streak didn’t take 
off until 
the tempearature 
had gone up to the 50s. The 
great majority of streakers 
are male. The required attire 
is nothing, but you can streak 
wearing sneakers, hat, 
ski 
mask, even a jockstrap, al­ 
though the latter is viewed 
scornfully by the experts. 
Why do they do it? One 
streaker claimed. “ For Amer­ 
ica,” 
another because 
“ it 
feels good,” yet a third be­ 
cause “ sometimes vou just 
get tired of studying.” 
The police tend to look the 
o t h e r way, and anyway, 
streaking is usually done on 
the run by groups or by lo­ 
ners. 
I 


According to disc Jockey 
Kimball, “ People do it as a 
challenge just to see if they 
can get away with it. It’s a 
good sign, really. It’s bring­ 
ing back a mischievous ele­ 
ment to nudity.” 


A professor of psychology 
opines that “ A streaker may 
think 
that 
by 
being 
una­ 
shamed of his body, he can 
be unashamed of himself. But 
that logic won’t work. 
It 
might for a short time, but, if 
he’s arrested, guilt over nud­ 
ity will return.” 


Is streaking on the rise or 
on 
the 
the 
decline? 
One 
Princeton 
streaker 
claims 
that “ streaking peaked about 
two years ago.” Others feel 
that because of recent public­ 
ity, 
the onset of 
warmer 
weather will see a big in­ 
crease in streaking, on and 
off campus. 


I s 
“ streaking” 
another 
name for “ exhibitionist” ? If 
one could stop streakers in 
flight, line them up, hand 
them each a towel and inter­ 
view them, there would pro­ 
bably be few, if any, genuine 
exhibitionists. 
Streaking 
is 
simply a new form of rebel­ 
lion against the 
Establish­ 
ment, possibly against hy­ 
pocritical attitudes about the 
human body. too. 


The original roots of this 
fad began as a reaction to the 
new roles of women in our 
society. Men, troubled and 
anxious about their masculin­ 
ity, strove to emphasize it bv 


showing it to the world and 
encouraging others to join 
them. If they could convince 
women to join them, so much 
th e b e t t e r because this 
showed 
the 
difference 
be­ 
tween them sexually, empha­ 
sizing the masculinity they 
were so worried about. 
Once it became the daring 
thing to do, the meaning of 
streaking changed and it be­ 
came a rite of passage and 
part of the coming rites of 
spring. Because it’s the in 
thing to do, it takes more 
courage to refuse than to par­ 
ticipate. 
Streaking had to start on 
coilege campuses rather than 
with the hardhats because 
there has always been a grea­ 
ter acceptance of nudity at 
upper social levels. It became 
a fad because it has the cha­ 
racteristics of all fads that 
strike the fancy of the young. 
It is 
inexpensive, 
slightly 
dangerous but not painful. It 
attracts attention and it bugs 
one’s parents and the Estab­ 
lishment. 


Nothing is more constant in 
human history than the rebel­ 
lion of youth. Nudity is the 
current weapon some young 
people have chosen to use 
against 
their 
parents and 
society in general. Its ridi­ 
culous and absurd, but tor thu 
young it’s a giggle, as witness 
the young man at Princeton 
who is running for President, 
of the student body on the 
streaking ticket with this slo­ 
gan “ What you see is what 
vou get.”

The doctor comments 
Follow directions 
in using hair spray 


By Lawrence E. Lamb, M .D. 
DEAR DR. LAMB—I would 
like to know if using hair 
spray in spray cans is dang­ 
erous. I have been hearing 
rumors that it is because you 
spray so near the face that 
you inhale the fumes from the 
pressurized gas. 


If it’s so dangerous why has 
it been on the market so 
long? What about all this pro­ 
tein in hair spray being so 
wonderful for hair. Is it worth 
the difference in price 
DEAR READ ER—No aero­ 
sols are completely safe. But 
then no knife is either and yet 
we used them every day. If 
you follow directions on aero­ 
sol cans you are not likely to 
have 
serious 
problems. 
A 
number of people who have 
allergic tendencies have mi­ 
nor complaints about sprays. 
A e r o s o l products really 
have three basic parts, the 
pressurized gas that prcpels 
the material, the ingredient 
you are going to use, and so­ 
mething to dissolve the ing­ 
redient 
in 
the 
pressurized 
gas. All three of these can be 
dangerous. 
The pressurized gas is po­ 
tentially lethal. Some people 
have used it for sniffing. This 
is very dangerous and unpre­ 
dictable. 
It 
can 
cause 
a 
healthy heart to stop sudden­ 
ly. The perverted use of the 
product is like using a knife 
for the wrong purpose. 
The questions about hair 
spray were among the first 
concerns 
about 
these 
pro­ 
ducts. It was first reported 
that the hair spray formed so­ 
lid materials in the lungs that 
caused lung problems. Fur­ 
ther studies failed to prove 
this was the case. However, 


the ingredients used in some 
deodorant sprays are capable 
of doing this. 


No one has yet proved that 
the protein sprays for hair 
a r e 
dangerous. 
However, 
there is the concern the pro­ 
tein may sensitize a person to 
a particular protein, and, at a 
later date, when the person 
gets a shot with that protein 
in 
it—say 
for 
a 
vaccina­ 
tion—he may have a 
bad 
reaction. 


Hair is largely built from 
protein. I don’t see any way 
the protein added to the hair 
can do anything more for the 
hair than coat it. 
In 
this 
sense it is much like a cover­ 
ing of nail polish to harden 
nails. Some of the nail po­ 
lishes to harden nails, though, 
are very effective. It would 
have to be an individual mat­ 
ter. If it makes a person’s 
hair look better and 
they 
want to use it then it might 
be worth it. 


I want to caution readers 
about using aerosol 
sprays 
into the throat. Many of these 
products have been removed 
from the market. If you want 
to spray something into the 
nose or throat area, don’t use 
an aerosol. The liquified gas 
can be absorbed this way, 
and, in many ways you are 
doing a form of “ sniffing.” It 
is much better to use a plas­ 
tic squeeze bottle where you 
provide the mechanical action 
for the spraying rather than 
using a pressurized gas. 
There are a variety of ing­ 
redients 
in 
different 
hair 
sprays. And, the effects of all 
of these are not yet known. 
Several studies are in prog­ 
ress on beauty operators to
